From private letters received by the overland India mail on Wed- 
nesday last, as well as from the Bengal Hurkaru and Bombay Cou- 
rier, up to the 7th and 8th ult., we are glad to perceive that the In- 
dian Government Authorities have the salt question under their 
special consideration, which, no doubt, will be welcomed by the 
British white salt proprietors in Cheshire, Worcestershire, &c. The 
Government now finds that the monopolising system is highly de- 
trimental to itself, as it cannot produce this absolutely necessary 
article in sufficient quantity to meet the demand, and that it is ac- 
tually paying upwards of 40 per cent. higher than the British salt 
factor can deliver it at Calcutta, even including the duty of 6s. per 
ton (three rupees), and of a far superior quality to that produced 
by themselves: This is not the only evil of these restrictive customs’ 
exactions, but it causes a propensity among the natives to avoid the 
laws, either by contraband, or making it. privately themselves in 
their own tanks, or salt pans. The local authorities are well aware 
of all this ; notwithstanding their rigid surveillance, and the heavy 
fines and punishments they inflict for an infraction of the law, they 
cannot put a stop to it as long as the manufacturing system is en- 
forced. The following is from a private letter, which will show 
that the free trade in salt between this country and our Indian pos- 
sessions would be most advantageous to all parties.—“ It has been 
ascertained in Calcutta, that three ships were on their way from 
Liverpool with about 1200 tons of salt, which, from calculations, 
would cost in Calcutta only nine annas per maund, while that}manu-

factured under the Government monopoly cost from fifteen annas to” . 


one rupee ; supposing only a profit of four annas per maund to the 
importer, and that the shipowner loads his own ship, 450 tons will 
yield a profit of 337/., according to the average exchange of 2s. per 
rupee, and 450/. as freight.” ‘This is one of the most convincing proofs 
that this oppressive taxation, or duty, on British salt must be re- 
pealed, as it is impossible for the company to pyers sufficient, 
even to meet its own demands for the army and European popula- 
tion. Several cargoes of salt are now being shipped at Liverpool 
for India and Hong Kong; the merchants, generally speaking, feel 
convinced that, by the time they arrive at Caleutta, the authorities 
will have decided the point, in admitting British salt free, or at a 
very moderate duty.

The 
mines of the Havana, as we stated in a former Number of the 
Minune Journat, are chiefly worked by English capital, and di- 
rected by money-making Englishmen. By a private letter, we have 


, before us, dated Santiago de Cuba, we are sorry to have to state 


that the abominable traffic of human beings is secretly carried on to 
a very great extent by Englishmen; there are upwards of 5000 of 
these unfortunate beings employed night and day working as slaves 
in the deleterious atmosphere ofthese mines ; their masters are paid 
12 dollars per month for their hire, besides which they are fed by 
the employer—their original cost being from 300 dols. to 400 dols. 
It is deeply to be lamented that at the very moment the British 
Government is sacrificing enormous interests to discourage and sup- 
press slavery, a sordid selfishness should induce Englishmen to 
counteract its benevolent and philanthropic intentions. It is due to 
the honour of the Spanish Governor of the Havana, to state that he 
has issued positive orders against the traffic in slaves, and armed 
vessels are cruising off the island to prevent, as far as possible, this 
most inhuman dealing in the liberty and lives of their fellow-crea- 
tures; and as this Government, combined with the French, have a 
number of cruisers off the coast of Africa, watching the movements 
of the slave-dealers, it is to be hoped that ere long it will be suc- 
cessfully suppressed by their combined exertions. In the West 
India islands free labour is now universally introduced, and the 
groan of the slave is no longer heard; in the Brazils the traffic is 
also being abolished. The island of Cuba, of which Havana is the 
capital, is situated between 74 deg. and 85 deg. west longitude, and 
19 deg. and 23 deg. north latitude. The form of the island is ex- 
ceedingly irregular, approaching that of a long narrow crescent, the 
convex portion of which looks towards the north; it is the most 
westerly of the West India islands, and, compared with the Archi- 
pelago, has decidedly the greatest superficial extent of territory. 
Lying in the mouth of the Gulf of Mexico, it leaves two spacious 
entrances, one of which, between the most northerly part of the 
island and the southerly point of Florida, is ninety-six miles wide ; 
ahd the other, between the southerly point of Cuba, and northerly 
of Yucatan, is 114 miles; from St. Domingo it is distant forty-two 
miles ; and from the, most southerly of the Bahama Islands the dis- 
tance is forty-five miles ; its greatest length, in a straight line from 
east to west, is 572 miles; the superficial or territorial extent is 
31,468 square miles; the distance from Kingston (Jamaica) to the 
Havana is 740 miles. This island in a few years hence promises 
to become one of the greatest for mining operations, as it abounds 
in copper, iron, lead, manganese, and even gold and silver ores; it 
is well supplied with water, and has very extensive coal beds, many 
of which are now being worked, and, with the facilities of railways, 
and the steam-packets of the Royal West India Steam Company, 
that continually call there both on their passage homeward and out- 
ward, it offers the greatest allurements to mining enterprise.

Prices for all descriptions continue to advance, and extensive. business transacting at our 
quotations. A preparatory meeting of the Staffordshire ironmasters was held yesterday, 
and although no advance was declared, yet there is every reason to believe, in conse- 
quence of the masters refusing to take orders at present rates, a further rise must take 
place on next quarter day.—Foreign iron and steel dull of sale.—Copper in steady de- 
mand for home consumption.—In lead not much doing, and prices rather easier. —Tin 
plates continue firm.—Spelter has been sold this week at 23/. 15s.

Risk 1N i Iron.—There has been a very brisk trade during the 
week in Glasgow pig-iron, and’ the market continues animated, with an 
upward tendency. Sales have been made at 85s. net cash, which is a 
rise on last quotations. At this price holders are very firm, and few ap- 
pear disposed to accept of it. Contracts have becn offered to the makers 
for large quantities at 80s. net cash, which has been refused, as they 
demand as high as 90s. per ton; the price generally may be quoted at 
87s. 6d., net cash, although a few small parcels may perchance be picked 
up at 85s. net cash. From the various reports of the ironmasters through- 
out the north, there is very little doubt but that there will be a very great 
rise this season, not only in pig, but every description of iron, as the 
demand daily increases, and it is with difficulty they can produce a suffi- 
cient supply for the numerous railways now in progress, which require 
such large quanties immediately of rails, &c. There is plenty of ore and 
fuel, bi e grand thing requisite is time to melt and cast it. 


InpIAN Meta Marxet.— We have received the returns of the metal 
market in India for July last. In spelter the demand had greatly fallen 
off, as compared with previous months, yet still holders were firm, and no 
sale had been effected under 10-12 rupees, although it had remained dif- 
ficult of sale at that quotation; the importation of spelter during the month 
had amounted to 5444 maunds. For lead and tin plates there had also 
been but a contined demand—indeed, so little business had been done, 
that quotations were almost nominal; whether this has arisen from the 
very great application of zinc to purposes for which lead and tin were for- 
merly used, or whether from a merely local stagnatiort in the trade, we 
cannot at present decide; the imports during the month were as follows 
—viz., sheet lead 269 maunds, white lead 822 maunds, and red lead 544 
maunds. Copper.—Tile copper has met with a brisk sale during the month, 
and was in considerable demand: transactions had taken place at 32 sic. 
rupees, with a tendency upwards; for other descriptions of copper the 
market has been flat, and, though sales have been effected, the previous 
months’ quotations had been barely supported; the imports for the month

Among the innumerable railway schemes daily springing into existence, 
it is scarcely possible to keep pace with their continuous creation, much 
less to watch their growth, or analyse their several merits. A few, how- 
ever, more conspicuous among the rest for their sterling and unquestion- 


ing and waiting for copper ore at the Havana, or St able character, for the bond fide nature of their uudertaking, and the im- 


portance of the objects they purpose to effect, naturally single themselves 
out from the great heterogeneous mass, and at once command attention 
and respect. While too many well-intentioned companies have been 
framed for purposes, which, if not insignificant, are, at least, not important, 


apie to objects scarce eg such influential adhesion, a small num- 
r occasionally are found, which project not only worthy but important 
and gigantic undertakings. This category is but small ; for the country 
has been, throughout its length and breadth, so thoroughly traversed, 
crossed, and girt around with railways, that scarce two points remain, re- 
quiring additional communication. Still there are one or two, even of our 
most important towns, which, fgom circumstances easily to be accounted 
for, have remained unconnected with other equally, or more important, 
districts—either from the collateral but most indirect and tortuous lines 
already being in existence, or that certain interests had weighty reasons 
for not interfering with present arrangements; suffice it to say, that such ano- 
malies and such impediments to the commerce of the country existed, and 
that not solitarily. Conspicuous above all others, for this palpable disadvan - 
tage, was Manchester, as in relation to the metropolis. The London and 
Birmingham Company constructed a large portion of their line, so as to 
form a most complete and direct route in the course towards Manchester 
as far as Rugby. Nothing could exceed the convenience, the arrange- 
ments, the appointments, of this company to the traveller to the north, so 
far as the above-named distance is concerned ; after that, however, when 
the Midlands step in, they conduct the traveller to Derby, through a long, 
tedious, and circuitous route, through Churchover, Wigston, Leicester, and 
Loughborough. Now while this is manifestly a good and irreproachable 
line as between the several townsit intersects, though to the traffic passing 
to Leicester it is as convenient a means of transit as could be devised, and 
therefore uninjured by any line running in a contrary direction, which 
could never affect the enormous traffic in this, yet no one could say that 
for the farmer of Market-Bosworth wishing to send his produce to Derby, 
or for the manufacturers of Rugby and Derby, desirous of transmitting 
their goods to Market-Bosworth, Ashby-de-la-Zouch, or Hinckley, this 
existing line of the Midlands is of any, the slightest, use. One of the few 
companies, whose objects are indisputably important, whose utility will be 
almost illimitable, and whose absolute necessity we conceive to be too 
palpable to need attestation, is the Rugby, Derby, and Manchester line. 
Running through districts of unequalled extent, both in respect of popu- 
lation, manufactures, and agriculture, it accommodates directly these im- 
portant interests, and forms at the same time a complete means of commu- 
nication, as between the metropolis and Manchester. As we before said, 
the London and Birmingham Company oer a. as direct a line 
from London to Rugby as could by possibility be attained—it is between 
Rugby and Manchester that the inconvenience at present lies. The Rugby, 
Derby, and Manchester Railway admirably contrives to supply the deti- 
ciency. Instead of proceeding to Derby from Rugby through the tortuous 
course of Leicester, it takes a different and far shorter route, and while, 
therefore, avoiding all interference with the traffic in the former direction, 
which, of course, will remain undiminished and untouched, it affords an 
outlet to the manufactures and produce of other distinct, important, yet 
wholly unaccommodated, districts. It will shorten the distance, and con- 
sequently, the time in travelling, and will thus confer an inestimable boon 
on these influential towns. Such being the advantages as far as Derby, 
the accommodation afforded by this line is even more remarkable as be- 
tween that town and Manchester. If the present mode of access to Derby 
from Rugby be circuitous, what shall we say of the route between Derby 
and Manchester? One hundred and fourteen miles have now to be tra- 
velled by the passenger between those towns, he being whirled actually 
by Sheffield to reach Manchester! The Rugby, Derby, and Manchester 
line will shorten the distance to seventy-four miles !—a reduction of forty 
miles upon one hundred and fourteen! These facts are too astoundin 

to need comment ; after their elucidation, it would be ridiculous to dwell 
upon the advantages of the line. But there is one more benefit it confers, 
too important and too obvious to be passed by in silence. There is at pre- 
sent no means of communication whatever between the extensive and 
yearly-advancing towns of Derby, Leek, and Macclesfield. Three more 
important commercial towns, situate in a direct line, it were, perhaps, im- 
possible to find, yet railway communication; except between the latter and 
Manchester, is utterly unknown to them!

In what- 
ever way we turn accommodation is afforded by it ; benefits are scattered 
by it diffusively and extensively ; manufacture and commerce are advan- 
taged ; the poor mechanic, the wealthy mill-owner, the agriculturalist, and 
the labourer, all will feel its benefits, and attest its importance. Already 
have they, in anticipation, recognised them; mectings, within the last fort- 
night, at Ashbourne and Derby have enthusiastically hailed the project ; 
the inhabitants throughout the line have pledged themselves almost uni- 
versally to support it, and we can see nothing but a course of triumph and 
success awaiting the progress of the Rugby, Derby, and Manchester Railway. 





HAMES VALLEY Raitway.—This line, which is projected on the broad 
guage, will form an extension of the principle from the Paddington ter- 
minus of the Great Western line to Porthdynllaen, in Carnarvonshire,

RIDGEWATER AND MINEHEAD JUNCTION Rattway.—This undertaking, 
the capital of which is 500,000/., divided into 25,000 shares, has been 
brought forward under the most favourable auspices, the provisional com-~ 
mittee being composed, in a great measure, of mercantile men, who ite 
the most competent to form an opinion of the results which may be calcu- 
lated upon to arise from the traffic on the line, while the advantages it 
presents to the public, in effecting a great saving of time, and consequently 
of expense, in the communication between Ireland and South Wales to 
Bristol and London, avoiding the tedious, and, at all times, dangerous 
passage of the Bristol Channel, are self-evident. The present object is, 
by connecting Minehead with Bridgewater, to form a-junction with, and a 
continued line of communication by, the railways already opened, as well 
as with others in contemplation, but more especially with those now in 
progress between Bridgewater and the important port of Poole. To those 
who may be acquainted with the localities, 1t is unnecessary to advert to 
the importance which must be attached to the establishment of a steam- 
packet and post-office station communication, on the Somersetshire coast 
with Ireland and Wales, and which we have reason to believe has been 
regarded by Government as an object the accomplishment of which was 
highly to be desired. Indeed, as will be seen by the prospectus, it would 
appear that, by making Minehead a post-office station, a saving of twelve 
hours will be effected between Ireland, and the whole of the west and 
south of England ; and by forming the terminus at this point, in conjune- 
tion with a pier carried at some distance from the present old harbour, 
which will not be used, the largest class steamers may enter at all states 
of the tide, and not be subjected to any delay in taking their departure. 
It is proposed in the Act of Parliament to reserve a power to construct 
branches to the slate quarries, which are in active working, on the estate 
of Sir John Trevylyan, Bart., and the iron mines of Sir T. B. Lethbridge, 
Bart., as also copper mines in the district, from which alone a large re- » 
venue is calculated to arise. The line, independent of the branches, will 
be twenty-five miles in length, and does not present any engineering dif- 
ficulties. Branches will also be taken to join the North Devon at two 
points, and the traffic is so great, that the directors, we hear, are meditat- 
ing an extension to Porlock, six miles beyond Minehead, on the direct 
rogd to the north of Devon and the renowned Valley of Rocks. 


MADRID AND VALENTIA RaiLway.—Numerous as are the railway pro- 
jects at home, and the immense amount of capital involved in their con- 
struction, proposals for new lines on the continent of the most compre- 
hensive nature are continually being laid before the public. Spain, it is 
to be hoped, will now throw off her native lethargy, and, by the aid of 
English example and English capital, raise herself to the position she 
ought to hold in the scale of nations. Among all the projected lines for 
Spain, none are of more importance than the one now before us, embra- 
cing a line of country 240 miles in length, from Madrid, the capital, to 
Valentia, the most southern port on the Mediterranean ; it will develope 
the resources of an extensive district of country eastward from the ca- 
pital, remarkable for its agricultural fertility, the varied abundance of its 
productions, and (for Spaniards) the commercial activity of its inhabi- 
bitants. This undertaking has been authorised by the Government, and 
thought of such importance to the industrial welfare of Spain, that the 
Queen has been induced to confer upon this company all the privile 
which it is in the power of the crown to bestow—viz., a lease of the line 
for ninety-nine years ; a gratuitous grant of the lands required ; the free 
use of all timber required from the crown forests ; the exemption, for ten 
years, from all import duties on machinery, metal, &c., for its construc- 
tion ; exemption from all local and national taxes on the railway, and on 
the capital represented by the shares ; Government not to interfere with 
the company’s charges for forty years, and after that not to be reduced to 
below 15 per cent.; and the railway to be styled “a work of public uti- 
lity,”\and to receive the royal patronage and protection. The city of 
Madrid contains 300,000 inhabitants, the supply of which, with imported 
goods from the coast, and the produce of the country, throughout its en- 
tire length, with an immense amount of local traffic, which must doubt- 
less accrue, leaves no doubt as to the result to the shareholders on its com~- 
pletion. The capital is 2,400,000/., in 120,000 shares of 20/. each, 80,000 
of, which are to be alloted in this country. 





Cork AnD Fermoy Direct Rau.way.—England and Ireland being 
now reticulated, as it were, with railways in esse and in posse, the grand 
aim of new projectors is to dispute the ground already occupied, and, on 
the score of greater directness or greater economy of construction, to claim 
Parliamentary sanction for lines to connect towns already connected. by 
more circuitous and expensive routes. In England we have, to begin 
with, the London and York, the Direct London and Manchester, the 
Direct Manchester and Southampton, and various others, more or less 
important, all contesting the field with constituted’ bodies. In Ireland, 
the only competitive line of this character before the public is, we believe, 
the Cork and Fermdy Direct, which asserts its superior pretensions as 
against the circuitous junction of the two towns,—first. through Midleton, 
as proposed by the Cork and Waterford Company ; and, second, through 
Mallow, as contemplated by the Great Southern and Western. e 
report of a public meeting held the other day at Fermoy, at which Mr. 
Clements held forth as the engineer of the direct line, Mr. Treacy as the 
engineer of the Mallow branch, and Mr. Beamish as the engineer of the 
Cork and Waterford Company’s Branch from Midleton, elicited strong 
expressions of favour from the people of Fermoy and its vicinity, bot 
landholders and merchants, towards the direct line of Mr. Clements— 
direct, not only as between Cork and Fermoy, from which latter town the 
seaport is supplied mainly with produce, but direct as the crow flies in 
the route towards Dublin. The direct line, which, we learn, is fourteen 
miles, or about one-half the whole length shorter than either of the branch 
junctions, when extended to Clonmel and Kilkenny, will connect both 
Dublin and Waterford with Cork, the former by the most direct i 
sible, and the other by a route:not shorter than the Cork and W: 
sea-coast line, while it will pave the way to a more com 
ment of the resources of the county Tipperary, and other districts in 
interior. Altogether, we cannot but look upon the project as a very 
valuable and important one, as regen the By ie improvement of Ire- 
land-and the accommodation of Waterford, Dublin, and England. In 
our advertising columns will be found a declaration signed by the inha- 
bitants of the district to be accommodated, in favour of the “Cork and 
Fermoy Direct,” which is curious, as the first manifesto of the kind on

They 
are entirely free from perils of wars, perils of civil commotions, and of dy- 
nastic changes. In this respect they have such an evident superiority 
over those on any other part of the Continent as to render elaborate re- 
mark almost superfluous, Whatever guarantees the wisdom and modera- 
tion of the different governments may hold out for the continuance of 
peace, yet it is universally felt that a contingency, and this at no distant 
period too, must arrive, which is likely to render all the precautions of 
human sagacity perfectly nugatory; whilst it is certain, come when it 
will, to affect in a very sensible manner the value, and perhaps the very 
existence, of investments in some of those lines which now bask in the 
full sunshine of public favour. Should such an event occur (and that it 
will occur, and come too like a thief in the night, is as certain as that the 
sun will rise to-morrow), what, in six months afterwards, would be the 
intrinsic worth of shares in too many foreign lines now so eagerly and 
generally sought after? ‘There are some events which throw their sha- 
dows before, and this is one of that number. Many alarming hints have 
been thrown out of late which prove almost to demonstration that it will 
come much sooner than people in general wish or expect. It is one of 
those things to which persons purposely shut their eyes that they may not 
be able to see it; and, because they cannot in this state see, they boldly 
deny its existence, and lustily rail at those who, because they do not take 
the precaution of closing their eyes, see too clearly the projected shadow. 

It is only meant by the foregoing remarks, to point out clearly the 
superior advantages which the projected lines present for the safe and 
permanent investment of British capital. They cannot be met by a single 
objection such as is offered above. They cannot provoke a single mis- 
giving as to the prudence of embarking in them. ‘Their solidity does not 
depend upon the life of a single man, or the proverbial versatility of a 
single people. Germany is so well prepared for any political catastrophe ; 
its different states are at this time so firmly knit together; its sovereigns 
and statesmen understand one another so perfectly, and would act, in a 
certain emergency, with such complete cordiality, as to render it a matter 
of perfect certainty, that whenever the event, so often and so reluctantly 
alluded to, takes place, it will not find the Germans asleep. They will in 
this case rise as one man to repel from their fields and their cities the 
return of those frightful evils they had before suffered through their dis- 
union alone. Who would go to the trouble and expense of building a house 
close to the crater of a volcano, merely because that crater had lain quiet 
for a few years? At least no wise man would do so; but, if he wanted to 
lay out his money in the hope of a profitable return, he would select some 
quiet spot, where the lava, whatever might be the violence of the eruption, 
could not, according to all human probability, reach the spot he had so 
prudently chosen. The whole of that part of Germany through which the 
lines are*to run is so well guarded, and is so remote at the same time, 
from the focus of those devastating passions, which, not very long since, 
converted the fairest parts of Europe into a perfect hell upon earth, that 

’ should the torrent, which once produced such frightful evils, break through 
its present bounds, it would probably be checked and driven back, long 
before it could reach those states. 

It does not require much intelligence to be able fully to appreciate the 
advantages described above. Beginning, as we said before, where the 
présent Dutch lines end, at Arnheim, the capital of Guelderland, they will 
traverse from west to east, the whole of that rich, populous, and highly 
cultivated province, “ the paradise,” as it is termed, of the kingdom of 
the Netherlands, and enter East Friesland, belonging to the kingdom of 
Hanover, at Nordhorn; thence they will take a north-eastern direction, 
cutting East Friesland almost in two, until they enter the Grand Duchy of 
Oldenburg, and after traversing the Grand Duchy from west to east, will 
terminate at the important city of Bremen, and constitute what may be 
termed the first link of the chain. Throughout the whole of their course, 
they will not once come in contact with the German Zollverein, thus se- 
curing both merchandise and passengers against the effects of its offensive 
interference. 

The second line will begin at Bremen, and end at Harburg, opposite 
Hamburgh, traversing from south to north the duchy of Bremen, one of 
the richest and most populous provinces of the kingdom of Hanover, and 
avoiding, as in the former case, all contact with the Zollverein, its custom- 
houses, and vexatious regulations. It would be a work of supererogation to 
dwell here upon the wealth, flourishing state, and enterprising spirit he

The railway has increased the value of time. Who, in all the communi-

| Jead us astray from the point of our subject—the atmospheric railway— 
one of the new lights, glowing yet dimly, that shall, nevertheless, evolve 
brighter rays. We will get ourselves into harness for the task. We 
shall now describe Mr. Pinkus’s fifth system of atmosperic railwa y—one 
contemplated for light traffic, and departing, in its principles, from all his 
other systems that we have before explained, upon the foundation of which 
several clumsy attempts have been made, both in England and France, to 
build, as the abortive, complicated mechanical, contrivances are called. 
Our last paper explained the application of the reservoirs for husbanding 
power, to accvmulate it at those times when trains were not in motion on 
the sections of the railway, and when engine power would otherwise be 
lost, by the necessity of keeping up fire and steam, till the moment when 
full force must be concentrated and made to impinge on the apparatus of 
the trains. In the last we described, we showed that the long valve was, 
to a great extent, dispensed with; by the systems we now show it is 
wholly got rid of. The propelling piston, made to move through the tube, 
claimed as used in his former specification, is here likewise dispensed with ; 
the main is only in this case a reservoir, and transmitter of the power of the 
fixed engines, that continuously work on. The power generated in the tube is 
thrown to the outside of it, and made to act on the carriages of a train, to 
propel it in either direction, backward or forward, from fixed points along 
the line of tube, a quarter or eighth of a mile apart ; a single line of tube 
is made to supply power to a double line of railway, trains move at the 
same time on the up and down lines, and on the same sections of the 
tubes. The whole column of air in the tube need not of necessity move 
with the velocity of the load during the transit of the train, neither has 
this system a locomotive engine ; so there are no moving pistons through 
the tube, nor in cylinders of a locomotive engine—the elementary condi- 
tions of the atmosphere used in combination, are cither by rarefaction or 
compression. 

e stationary engines may be several miles apart. Now, the con- 
struction and working of this railway is the following :—A main tube, being 
a cylinder, is laid along a line of railway, if a double line, between the 
tracts of the two; connection is made with it to the stationary engine 
along the line. ‘There being no long valve to communicate the power to 
the train, fixed atmospheric apparatus are placed at convenient distances 
along the line of railway, forming parts of the connection of the tube ; 
these apparatus are common cylinders and pistons, similar to those of 
the steam-engine—thus, connecting rods give motion to large pullies or 
driving wheels fixed on or near to them; the atmospheric apparatus is 
thrown into and out of action, and the speed regulated by throttle valves 
at distances along the tracks of the way ; these are fixed propelling rol- 
lers, called differential wheels ; these are placed in standards. There are 
two rollers acting one above the other, whose peripheries roll on one and 
other; they are of the same diameter, but on the same axis with the 
upper one there is a driving whecl, dr a pair of them, whose diameters are 
twice or three times as large as the other rollers; but the upper rollers, 
having also the larger driving wheels, do not touch by tlieir peripheries 
the lower rollers, exeept when the trains are in motion, and then only on 
the driving wheels in motion. Now, these driving wheels, 100 feet apart, 
are put into action by the pistons, placed, as before-mentioned, at points 
along the line, and these, it will presently be seen, propel the trains; but, 
in order that the power communicated by the engines to the fixed appa- 
ratus may put the driving whecls into action, an endless band or ribbon 
of metal, about three inches wide, and a quarter of an inch thick, is led 
along between the peripheries of the said rollers, passing between the rol- 
lers along one track, and also the other, of the way. When the train is 
on the line the bottoms of the vehicles rest on the peripheries of these 
driving wheels ; the weight of the carriages press the peripheries of the 
upper rollers into the band, laying between both the peripheries of the 
two rollers; the consequence is, that the weight of the trains, balanced by 
the springs of the carriages, causes adhesion of the peripheries of the rol- 
lers against the flat band or metal rope—if the latter, circular grooves are 
made on the rollers; but, in order to regulate the adhesion of the rollers, 
and to procure proper adhesion, bars against which the driving wheels 
roll are suspended under the floors of the carriages; these are raised or 
lowered at pleasure by a winch that depresses them, and cause more or less 
adhesion. 

Now, if the driving wheels be made to rotate, and the adhesion bars are 
depressed on to their peripheries, the wheels acting against them, the bars 
will, by their adhesion, cause the trains to move in the direction of the 
rotating wheels, and with the same speed as the driving wheels ; for, whe- 
ther tlie adhesion be on the bars, or the bite, as it is called, be on the rail, it 
is the same in effect. We should have said, that when the endless band, or 
rope, passes from one track of the rails to the other, the band passes around 
large horizontal wheels, revolving by the fixed atmospheric apparatus. 
If, then, action be given to the stationary engines and air-pumps, the air 
in the reservoir tube will be rarefied or compressed, as may be, and is con- 
stantly kept in such state ; the throttle valves of the fixed apparatus being 
opened, the pistons along the line will be put in motion, the band will 
move between the said rollers, but not putting all the wheels along the 
line in motion; because—except such of the driving wheels as are for the 
moment plying under the train—the band has not adhesion on the upper 
rollers and wheels, so that instead of ai the fixed driving wheels being in 
motion along a line, only so many as touch the train are in motion, and 
cease to act as, one by one, the train ceases to rest on them. When the 
train has passed over a section{of a quarter or half mile of the railway, that 
section itself ceases to act, the next in advance having been thrown into 
action by the moving train. When a train is to be stopped, the adhesion 
bars are raised by turning the winch, and the brakes are put on, and when 
it is to move on, the bars are again depressed. We have omitted to men- 
tion, that the band moves in an opposite direction to the load, and moves 
with only a third part of the velocity of the train, by reason of the differ- 
ential pullies and driving wheels. Now, this system is far from being one 
of the better,kind of Mr. Pinkus’s systems, but it is perfectly practicable, and 
one that, in a varied form, becomes an important auxiliary in atmospherie 
propulsion. 





The number of accidents on our railways has characterised them as in 


some degree hazardous, Parliament has been asked to interpose its au- 
thority—coroners have annexed heavy. deodands—and the press is con- 
stant and earnest in denouncing and advising. But legislation has only 
clumsy expedients in its power which may cripple and discourage enter- 
prise ; the inquest court wields an antiquated, » and avenging in- 
strument ; and the “ fourth estate” lengthens, or circumscribes, its efforts 
as its can otherwise permit. ic look to the growing lights of 
science—to the schemes of inventive genius, for the perfecting of the railway 
wing. The atmospheric method of propulsion seems to possess the merit 
of superior safety. The proof of this should, we think, cause its imme- 
diate adoption. The old lines may resist it as an expensive innovation, 
but the promoters of the new ones will no doubt instruct themselves as to 
the advantages of the scheme. If greater safety on the transit and less 
expense in the working be the results‘of their investigations, their own 
interest, as well as that of the public, will insure its being preferred. 4 
Henry Pinkus (the first mtee of the invention) has effected a great 
many improvements on the principle of the Dublin and Dalkey line. The 
scheme adopted by Messrs. Clegg and Samuda (the Croydon line) is con- 
structed on the same principle. eminent engineers have strenuously 
opposed the atmospheric method of propulsion. ‘Their objections (as ap- 
pears from the evidence before the Commons, 15th May, 1844), rested 
principally on the facts of leakage and expense of working ; though they

before the committee on the Croydon and Epsom Railway, that, in his 
opinion, “ the atmospheric principle’s safety is nearly perfect.” It remains 
therefore merely to prove its practicability—that is, that the inordinate loss 
of power by leakage (equal to 54-horse power per mile), and the heavy 
expense for fixed engines—viz., 300 horse power for six miles—can be 
overcome and dispensed with. It is said that Mr. Pinkus has accom- 
plished this ; and the promoters of our new railways should acquaint them- 
selves with the particulars of his discoveries. We have only space to enu- 
merate them.—1. The long valve is dispensed with ; hence the leakage 
complained of is entirely avoided.—2. A double line of railway requires 
only asingle propelling tube.—3. Instead of engines of 100-horse power, 
he requires only one of 50-horse power at each terminus.—4. The diameter 
of the main tube is only one-half of that used on the present atmospheric 
lines.—5, The stationary engines are kept working constantly.—6. The 
column of air in the tube does not move so fast as the train, a portion 
having been exhausted during intervals by the engines being kept con- 
stantly at work.—7. In ascending and descending inclined planes the air in 
the reservoirs, properly located, is exhausted or compressed, so as to serve 
as a new power and as a regulator of speed downward. Such are a few of 
Mr.Pinkus’s specifics for the improvement of the acknowledged defects ofthe 
atmospheric principle. The cost in first construction is lessened, and also 
the expense of working, not only by avoiding the great leakage hitherto 
experienced, but also by the onal size of the fixed engines employed. We 
notice with pleasure the efforts of this gentleman, because to him may be- 
long the honour of making railways, the great invention of the age, as safe 
as they are useful. Quickness of transit is the crowning feat of the rail ; 
but, if increase of danger go side by side with increase of speed, the pub- 
lic feeling, and, very probably, an Act of Parliament, would part with the 
privilege rather than encounter the risk. Mr. Errington, before a com- 
mittee of the Lords, stated that thirteen hours between London and Forfar 
would only be required. But the masses who daily journey on railways 
would = the acknowledged advantage of such economy in time were 
one man’s life to be the price of it. If, as is confidently asserted, by those 
most intimate with Mr. Pinkus’s plans, entire safety is to be secured without 
any diminution of the speed of the rail, then is he to be accounted a ge- 
neral benefactor to society.—Abridged from the Perth and Dundee Adv. 





ATMOSPHERIC RAILWAY. 

Str,—In page 10 of the Report of the Commons’ Select Committee on At- 
eric Railways, printed the 24th April last, you will find a statement 
of the “ comparative cost of permanent way and engine plasit” of the lo- 
comotive and atmospheric systems; and in page 24 of the same report, 
the “ comparative expenses of working a line similar to the London and 
Birmingham, 112 miles long, with its present traffic.” I use the liberty 
of referring you to that blue book. as a reponse to the demamd in your pa- 
per of to-day, to be provided with such information from the promoters 
of the atmospheric method of propulsion. Allow me to request in return, 
your answer to the following question:—Who is the patentee of the sys- 
tem now in operation on the Croydon and Epsom Atmospheric Railway? 
In a late Number of the Mining Journal, Mr. Pinkus not only claims the 
whole invention, but advertises his authority to grant licenses. Hitherto 
we were led to consider Messrs. Clegg and Samuda as the rightful owners, 
and to prevent any obstacle standing in the way of its adoption, if the 
rg is proved practicable, the public should be clearly informed to whom 

they lave to apply for authority to use it—W. D.: j Pox Sepr. 20.

The atmospheric system of railways is becoming daily more in favour 
on the continent, and it is expected that many of the new lines which have 
been adjudicated during the last session of the Chambers, will be on this 
principle of propulsion, as not only being the safest—a point to which fo- 
reigners look most materially—but also the cheapest, as fuel in France 
and Belgium, both coal and wood, are two of the most expensive articles in 
railway operations. The atmospheric line from Paris to St. Germain, which 
is on the same system as that from Dublin to Kingstown (Pinkus’s patent}, 
with a very trifling alteration, appears to create a sort of enthusiasm among 
the volatile and mercurial Parisians, who expect they will be blown from 
one terminus to the other, as a pea through a blowpipe. The Minister 
of Public Works, and, in fact, his Majesty Louis Philippe, and the whole 
of the royal family, are strong patronisers of the atmospheric system; and 
there is little doubt that in a few years hence it will become very general 
on all the lines, not only in France, but Belgium and Germany, as soon 
as its merits have been well tested. All speculators in railways, not only 
on the continent, but in the East and West Indies, are watching with in- 
terest the experiments making in this country on the atmospheric prin- 
ciple. In the island of Jamaica it is about being introduced, and it is po- 
sitively stated that the projected line from Valparaiso to St. Jago, in Chili, 
will, no doubt, be on this system, as carbonic fuel is extremely dear, the 
extensive coal mines not being as yet worked, which is one of the greatest 
drawbacks to mining pursuits, and'the gencral adoption of steam machinery 
throughout that rich mineral republic. 





The following interesting remarks from the Railway Director are grati- 
fying to ourselves, insomuch that our example and opinions are responded 
to by the press in various parts of the kingdom.

Steam 
has, hitherto, been the mighty transmaturgist of the present age that has 
almost effected the accomplishment of the lover’s wish, in the annihilation 
of space and time. We are strongly inclined to suspect, however, that the 
dynasty of the steam-engine is nearly at an end. A mightier power has 
now arisén which is destined to push the fiery monster from his throne, 
and to usurp aie pie, Since the time when this globe on which we live 
was first launched by the arm of Omnipotence along the realms of space, 
it has been su nded with the same subtle, penetrating, powerful, dnd 
elastic fluid as it now is. It has, however, been lying around—a field fal- 
low and unproductive, in consequence of our being ignorant of aif the uses 
and purposes to which it might be made subservient... The discovery has 
been made at last, and we are now inevitably upon the threshold of an- 
other great and important in the dynamics-of railway locomotion.

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‘HE MineRrat Ores near Laxe Superior.—Mining enterprise is not 
only making a rapid progress in the old but also in the new world, At 
the Royal Geological Society of France a rather interesting paper was 
read from wy bry pig of Boston, pa ber gr copper and pr 
silver on the of Lake Superior, i ly the copper mines o 
Kewena Point, on the southern side of the lake. It appears that at this 
point the ores are extremely rich; the copper presents itself in a metallic 
state, filling up the cavities of the amygdaloid, which appears in thick 
dykes, cutting through the old red freestone and conglomerate, which form 
the banks of Lake Superior. The copper is sometimes found in a pure 
metallic state, and often mixed with silver, inclosing grains of pure silver 
and crystallised silver, in the shape of globules, which adhere to the copper. 
It frequently happens the veins of pure silver cut through large masses of 
copper, not containing more than ;yy5 to portions of silver; the veins 
appear then formed in mass by means of segregation; sometimes there 
are found 1 pieces of copper and silver united together, so as to be 
able to be flattened by the hammer into thin sheets. There is also pure 
metallic silver in abundance in the amygdaloid rock, in small grains or 
prills, of the size of peas. Miners are now actively at work in the richest 
veins, and there is little doubt but the banks of Lake Superior will, in a 
very short time, yield a considerable quantity 6f metal. The alloy ob- 
tained by the furnace gave from 5 to 16 per cent. of silver, and in ana- 
lysing $ cwt. of ore there were | prills of pure copper and silver. 
Silicate of black copper is found in the conglomerate at Copper Harbour. 
A lump of pure copper, weighing 16 Ibs., was found in the bed of ariver, 
and a mass of copper, weighing about 3000 lbs., was discovered in the 
conglomerate, near the River Onoritaga, which, in all probability, came 
from the Serpentine, situated at the distance of forty miles from thence, 
as the whole of these rivers are found to be extremely rich in mineral ores, 
copper, and silver, which work their way from one point to the other.

PREVENTION oF Damace By Fire ro Luccacy Trains—We have

‘There is a very remarkable fact attending these ores, which is, 
that the old mineral in the state of schlamms is, in a great measure, con- 
verted into sulphate, and yields an excellent working lead, rich in sil- 
ver; this may be accounted for, as the galena with which it is mixed is of 
an argentiferous nature, which becomes transformed into sulphate of zinc, 
that disappears by being exposed to the air, whilst the silver it contained 
adheres to the lead. Jura.—The iron mine of Ougney is now being 
worked to advantage, and the ores are sent to the high furnaces of Fou- 
cherans and the adjoining departments—this will eventually be a profit- 
able speculation, Loire.—This is one of the most prolific departments of 
France, abounding in coal and iron mines, and they are introducing the 
best methods of working them. The system now generally adopted is, 
that of embanking, as it affords not only a greater security to the miners, 
giving them the facility to work the different beds or seams of coal, but, 
at the same time, enables them to obtain larger pieces.

Particular attention is also paid by the proprietors of mines 
with respect to their ventilation, and the prevention of accidents from fire 
danfp explosions and other casualties. 





Exectric Licur 1x Mixes.—A correspondent of the Mechanic's Ma- 
gazine has addressed the following remarks, in reference to a letter, by Dr. 
Cormac, published in the Mining Journal of 30th ult.:—*“ Allow me to 
correct an error into which your correspondent, Dr. Cormac, has fallen in 
regard to the employment of electric light in coal mines. Although he 
considers it unnecessary to go into the details of the subject, he could not do 
anything which would have been more to the purpose ; for the electrician 
weil knows that the light cannot be applied to any practical purpose till 
some method is discovered of rendéring it continuous or constant. When 
a light is produced from charcoal points, they are volatilised with rapidity, 
and destroyed. To illustrate this, E-will mention one of the numerous ex- 
periments I have made in endeavouring to overcome this difficulty. When 
a powerful Grove’s battery of forty pairs was employed, pencils of that hard 
and very incombustible coke found in the inside of gas retorts were con- 
sumed at the rate of from half an inch to an inch per minute, and that too 
in a glass globe filled with nitrogen gas, and thus entirely excluded from 
the oxygen of the air Wood charcoal is volatilised much more rapidly. 
The attempts made at Paris and elsewhere have been entirely defeated by 
this obstacle ; and indeed there does not seem any way of overcoming it, as 
it isthe direct result of the production of the light, or rather flashes of light, 
as that is all that can be done. I wish the obstacle could be overcome, as 
lighting by electricity would supersede all other modes, and be of incalcu- 
lable value to the world,” 


Tae Sreet or Torepo.—The progress which has been made in the 
casting of steel in Europe has no where been equal to the metal made at 
Toledo, in Spain. Although England produces some of the finest steel, 
particularly for cutlery and machinery of every description, of any coun- 
try, yet the steel blades of Toledo, for the high temper they possess, carry 
the laurel. The royal foundry of that city is one of the grandest institu- 
tions in the eyes of aSpaniard, and he always speaks of the steel of Toledo 
with enthusiasn#find a national pride. On the occasion of the visit of the 
French princes to her Majesty.Queen Donna Isabella II., and her mother, 
the Dowager-Queen Maria Christina, several very splendid swords and 
sabres have been made at the foundry, which were presented to the illus- 
trious visitors as a specimen of the perfection that steel has been brought 
to in the royal factory. It is stated that the blades are of that extraordi- 
nary temper that they can be rolled round to so small a circumference 
as to be placed in a snuff-box without breaking or at all injuring the 
blade, which regains ifs original firmness and elasticity. They are spoken 
of in all the Spanish and French papers as a complete chefd’euvre of me- 
tallic perfection. In France, Belgium, Sweden, and Germany very great 
attention is now being paid by the different Governments to the manu- 
facture and improvement of steel, not only for side-arms, cutlery, &c., 
but in the constructing of machinery, as the demand is daily increasing 
for railways, steam navigation, and engines of every description, and they 
are obliged to resort to this country for their best material, malgré eux 
(against their will). Although we produce not “ blades of Toledo,” Eng- 
lish steel, as a commercial article of metallic industry and perfection, will 
eyer be considered the first in the market all over the globe. 








FRENCH AND Swiss Junction Ramway.—This company has been 
formed for the purpose of constructing a line of railway, which, in con- 
junction with the Paris and.

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A THe COAL TRADES OF ENGLAND AND FRANCE. 

We have alluded in previous Numbers of the Mining Journal to the 
great coal mining operations that are now being carried on throughout 
France, and which maybe, in a great measure, attributed to the rapid 
progress making in the iron mining districts, to meet the demand for that 
valuable metal for railways and steam navigation. Coal is in the present 
day one of the most important agents for all mineral productions, as well 
as machinery of every description, as it not only throws out a greater heat 
than wood, but, at the same time, produces-a vivid and pure light by the 
combustion of gas, which it contains; and, again, how useful is it, for the 
working of machinery, where water nor any other motive power can be 
obtained. What would Great Britain be without her extensive and va- 
luable coal mines ? therefore, it is the beholden duty of the Legislature of 
this country, to throw as few obstacles as possible in the way of this im- 
portant branch of industry in our northern counties, Shields, Newcastle, 
Durham, Sunderland, and Staffordshire and Wales, by not imposing either 
export, and, more particularly, import, local duties, the same as now are 
exacted upon all sea-borne coal entering the port of London, where the 
annual amount exceeds 185,000/. entry dues, there being upwards of 
300,000 tons yearly of coal consumed in this great metropolis, by the in- 
habitants, and the numerous manufactures that abound of every descrip- 
tion, which render London one of the most wonderful cities of the world, 
for commerce, industry, and science. The supply of wood, which has been 
the principal fuel hitherto used in France, is annually becoming more 
scarce, as her forests have been cut up for construction, and the demands 
of her population, so that she now has been obliged to resort to the explo- 
ring of her coal mines, or combustible fossils, to supply the deficiency that 
must ultimately arise, from the scarcity of vegetable production, as the 
annual produce of her forests is rapidly decreasing, whilst mining enter- 
prise, railways, and steam machinery of every description is on the in- 
crease, both in her manufactories and navigation. By an official return, 
it appears that the consumption of mineral combustibles (coal) in France 
has increased, during the year 1843, to 53,000,000 metrical quintals, or 
2,650,000 tons (English.) Of this quantity, 37,000,000 metrical cwts. were 
extracted from herown mines, or coal beds, and 16,000,000 imported from 
foreign countries, These’ 53,000,000 metrical quintals of coal represent 
a value of one-half of the fuel they obtain from the wood, cut from the 
8,000,000 hectares, or acres, of forest combustible. The working of coal 
mines in France is annually increasing, and her produce has doubled since 
the last ten years, tripled since twenty, and is rapidly progressing, There 
was a stagnation existing for-a short interyal of one year, from 1839 to 
1840, and a fresh impetus has been given, and they extracted 50,000 tons 
more in 1843 than in 1842. The number of coal mines that have been 
granted of late years amounts to 399—258 of which were in full work in 
1843, employing 118 machines turned by Ajprses, and 396 steam-engines, 
of 10,000 horse-power, and 29,500 worknien, which has considerably in- 
creased up to the present year. Notwithstanding this progress in coal 
mining operations, France is only a third in the list of coal-producin 
countries. England stands the first of all nations of Europe and the world, 
as nearly the whole of this island, only a mere speck on the terrestial globe, 
is one extensive bed of coal, iron, copper, lead, tin, and other valuable ores, 
for the benefit of her industrious inhabitants and commercial enterprise, 
ormnige | annually upwards of 14,000,000 tons of coal from her prolific 
pits, of which more than 1,000,000 tons are exported annually. Belgium 
produces 2,000,000 tons, of which she exports 450,000 tons. Prussia 
750,000 tons. North America, and other parts, only 250,000 tons. Wood 
is used generally in the new world, but as steam navigation and railways 
are now progressing, from the Northern to the Southern Pole, the work- 
ing of coal mines, and mineral productions of every description, will, in a 
few years hence, cause a wonderful revolution in the development of the 
hidden treasures of the earth, and the consequent effect upon society. 

Among the many extensive coal beds in France, wilick tale the most 
productive, are those of La Loire, Valenciennes, Alais, Creuzot, Blanzy, 
and Aubin, The beds of the Loire produces alone more than one- 
third of the whole of France, and those of Valenciennes about a fourth. 
The above have given no less than 29,000,000 metrical quintals, or 
1,450,000 tons, out of 1,850,000 tons, produced throughout the whole king- 
dom in 1843. The beds of the Loire are the most important in the coun- 
try, not only for their extent, but the excellent quality of the coal they 
furnish, and only to be compared with those of Newcastle, the most re- 
nowned in this country. There are 203 pits, worked by machines, with 
horses, and 148 steam-engines, making a total of 4,678 horse-power, em- 
ploying 5,515 workmen, of which 4,235 are in the interior of the mines, 
and 1,280 at the exterior. The quantity of coal extracted amounted in 
1843 to 650,000 tons, or 13,000,000 metrical quintals, which, at the price 
of 74d. per ewt., is about 38,000, which is sent by water to Marseilles, 
Mulhausen, Nantes, and Paris. After the beds of La Loire, those that 
yield the most are those of Valenciennes, which extend: to the “extreme 
north-eastern point of France, shows the veins in Prussia, and’are found 
again in Belgium, Liege, Namur, Charleroy, and Mons. In some parts 
of these mines they have found no less than eighty strata of coal, but 
varying greatly in thickness, so that they have been obliged to go toa 
great depth to be able to work them to advantage, particularly in the 
middle and the western part of the bed or seam. - The first discovery 
which was made in France, on the territory of Anzin, as a coal bed, was 
on the 24th July, 1734, by the Viscount Desandrouin, after tedious re- 
searches, that had lasted upwards of seventeen years, which exhausted 
the whole of his fortune. This was one of the grand mining speculations 
of that day, and companies formed, the shares being at the rate ot 7,000/. 
each, for the purpose of carrying this exploring for coal into effect. The; 
had the greatest difficulties to encounter, having had to work ahrough 
thick beds of chalk, and expending, at first, upwards of 120,000; the 
result has been, after years of vast labour, the discovery of the finest beds 
in the kingdom. This success may be attributed to the great enterprise 
and perseverance evinced in the speculation and the immense sums at 
their command. 

It isreally astonishing to see the colossal works of the coal mines of the com- 
pany of Anzin. They are not only subterrancous, but exterior works for the 
supply of coal. Extensive forges and workshops for the constructing of 
every description of machinery have been erected—rope-yards, an iron 
railway, which unites the two establishments of Anzin and Denain, and 
extensive warehouses and timber-yards for the use of their immense con- 
cerns. Denain, twelve years ago, was nothing but a small hamlet, and 
only known in history for the celebrated battle that took place there, but 
at present is a town with upwards of 6,000 inhabitants, all the result of 
the discovery of a coal stratum. High furnaces, forges, and ovens for 
the burning of coke have been built, and it will become a place of great 
mining industry in a few years hence. The company of Anzin have 
founded from 200 to 300 neat houses, for which each family pays at the rate 
of 3s. 6d. to 4s. per month. The working miner has, on an average, 2s. 
per day, and the company has also established schools for the education 
of the children ; the aged men receive a pension'according to the length 
of service, the widows are provided for, and the orphans or children of 
widows, until they are sufficiently able to work themselves. This is an 
example well worthy of being imitated in this country, where so: many 
accidents from fire-damp and other causes are continually occurring to 
those who thus expose their lives in the working of our coal mines, leav- 
ing widows and orphans, without the slightest means of existence, to 
deplore their loss. ‘There are several other extensive coal-pits that are 
being explored in the vicinity of those of the Fag. eg of . The 
most important is that of Douchy, only open for the la twelve or thir- 
teen years—the mine of Vicoigne, which commenced in 1833, but only 
brought into full work in 1841, after it was constituted by royal ordon- 
nance ; it is very rich, and promises to yield abundantly—to these must 
be added the mines of Aniche, which began to be explored about eighty 
years ago, and that of Azincourt, which promise well. The pits or mines 
in the bed of Valenciennes are nineteen, and cover a surface of 54,000 
hectares ; of these, at present, there ate only twelve at work, six of which 
belong to the company of Anzin; fifty-two shafts are established, the 
d of which runs to 503 fathoms, being the deepest mines in France.

It is only the high price that is a drawback to 
greater importations, therefore the Government ought to give every en- 
couragement to the enterprise of our coal mining interest. We shall 
refer again to the subject.

THE MINES OF ALGERIA. 

We have noticed in several former numbers of the 
discoveries.that have been recently made in the mineral wealth of Algeria, 
and the rapid progress making in that once barbarous teritory in mining 
enterprise, and the propagation of European industry among the natives. 
We translate the following interesting article on the subject, from the 
Journal des Travaux Publics :—* For the last year the mines of Algeria 
have greatly attracted public attention, as in these discoveries there offers 
so powerful an assistance to our industry, and they were received with 
the best wishes to see realised those hopes. Hoyyever, there is at present a 
speculative movement in these sort of transactions, which may prove fatal 
to their developement, and the friends of colonization ought to seek from 
the present moment to have a just estimate of the value of the exaggerated 
assertions set forth by the daily press. Several experienced engineers have 
explored Algeria, and visited the mines now being worked, and it is, there- 
fore, a duty which they hold to themselves, to make public those ob- 
servations and researches, so.as to prevent any false undertakings, that 

be entered into through alluring hopes, which may prove most 
serious in their results. In the meantime, until we have those returns, and 
the assistance the engineers will kindly afford us, we think it is our duty 
to secure our readers from any deception, in exposing to them the actual 
state of the most important mines. We will first commence with all those 
most known. The mines of Mouzaia.—These mines consist in various 
veins of iron ore and sulphate of barytes, which contain a certain proportion 
of copper ore and antimony, called grey copper. These veins, or lodes, 
on the southern incline of Mount Atlas, are sixty miles from Algiers. There 
is in this locality very great elements for working, and would be very pros- 
rous, if in Europe ; but the results of which are very uncertain in Africa. 
We, therefore, hope, not by ac¢using the authorities of a crime, for having 
granted such an extensive superfices, but that they are morally bound to 
place every means at their disposal, to assist those entering into mining 
cmaseeine s, as in reality those who have the grant of the facility of work- 
ing the, mines, and that at an extraordinary outlay in works, the success 
of” hich is very doubtful. The mass of the ores coming from these 
mines are very much mixed, and do not yield 25 per cent., as has been 
erroneously stated. The ore that attains this title is in a very small pro- 
portion, and is only obtained by a minute sifting, and undergoing a 
thorough washing, which becomes most expensive. This ore cannot be 
weet on the spot, as it is impossible to have a foundry at Mouzaia, and 
it must be conveyed at a great expense to Blidah, and from Blidah to 
Algiers. To all those who are acquainted with the difficulties of transit 
in Ticeria. this first land carriage above sixty miles, for ores that cannot 
yield more than 10 to 12 per cent. of copper, is most ruinous, added to 
which must be the freightage from Algiers to Marseilles. These are not 
the only expenses : manual labour is very scarce and high in Algeria, at 
least, where intelligence is required. Therefore, a miner would cost five 
franes per day, who is acquainted with his business, whilst in the mining 
districts of Germany he only gets one. There are many doubts as to the 
processes of treating the ores. Several systems are going to be tried, but 
they are experiments, the result of which, on a large scale, are very uncer- 
tain, and to be of any benefit to the adventurers it must be on an econo- 
mical plan. The antimony which aecompanies copper ore is very difficult 
to be got rid of by fusion, so that the treatment of metallurgy would, in 
all probability, far exceed the cost in common foundries. 

In conclusion, the useful results of the mines of Mouzaia are very un- 
certain ; and itis wrong to set forth the faults which have been committed 
by the Government in not seconding, as they ought to do, these under- 
takings, and exciting animosity. This assistance is absolutely necessary, 
not only for aiding the company by terminating the roads already com- 
menced—without which it is impossible to work any mines—but also to 
afford every security to the workmen. One trembles on reflecting but 
that the other day a revolt took place at the very gates of Milianah, 
and that an incursion of the Arabs is only necessary to strike with death, 
in a few hours, the employés and workmen, and destroy all the works, 
by merely taking off the wood that supports them. From the mines of 
Mouzaia, we advert to the iron mines that have been so much praised up. 
In the environs of Bona and Philipville there are some very rich ores, as 
rich as those of Sweden; some have also been discovered in the province 
of Oran, near Arzew, and also in the vicinity of Tenés.

workmen. For ail those who are acquainted with the difficulties of this 
manufacture, they cannot yet forget how long and expensive it was before 
we could import English forges into France, particularly at Charenton, 
which is really appalling. If they wish to confine themselves to erecting 
high furnaces, the chance appears to us better, but it would be more s6, in 
bringing the ores to France to be smelted. ‘The iron ores of Algeria are 
generally situated near the coast; the freightage of exportation to Mar- 
seilles or Cette are at a low rate, and there would be found every means 
of working them with facility. They have also discovered in the vicinity 
of Algiers some lead ores; we only mention this, as all those who have 
visited these veins, or streaks, have considered them not worth working, 
and consequently nothing has been done for that purpose. Other lead 
mines are mentioned, situated in the provinces of Ouarenseris and Constan- 
tine, but these mines are only discovered by means of alquifoux, which is 
sold in the Arab markets, and therefore in positions very difficult to be 
attained for business. In the environs of Tenés they are working at pre- 
sent several beds of copper ore near the sea-side, and as they have only 
been reeently commenced, it is difficult as yet to form a correct opinion. 
It will be seen from the above, that there exists avery great uncertainty 
for the future, with regard to the mines of our new colony. The only 
means of assisting their development is, not to create illusions respecting 
their qualities that will ultimately cause a fatal re-action to the speculators. 
The Government has acted wisely in no longer granting anything but per- 
mission to work them; and, in organising at Algiers a committee of ex- 
perienced mining engineers, who can at all times give every advice to the 
explorers, and answer with a scientific knowledge as to the probable re- 
sult of their researches, and what they are likely to yield. We terminate 
this first article by an important consideration on the manner in which 
concessions are granted in Africa. It appears to us rather extraordinary 
that the authorities should have dreamed of giving temporary concessions, for 
anundertaking the result of which is so doubtful! ; whilstin France the con- 
cessions, or leases, are granted for perpesnity. Algeria must become, 
sooner or later, an integral part of this kingdom. Why, therefore, establish 
different laws to those of France, diametrically opposite to what exist here? 
Does Government believe for a moment that companies will go out there 
to risk their capital in concessions, or grants, of so uncertain a value, and 
that for a short period? Will it not, Fr these restrictions, prevent all en- 
terprises on a large scale, from sinking shafts and galleries, as well as cut- 
ing adita, to carry off the waters,'so necessary in mining transactions, with- 
out which no snecessful work can be accomplished? If we see any at- 
to mislead the public in the purchase of shares, we shall give fully

It is obvious that the 
Peterborough and Nottingham Junction Railway, while prepared to main- 


tain an independent position, will, nevertheless, ensure the co-o ion 
and support of whichever of the great Trunk Lines proposed to be con- 
structed from London to York may be sanctioned by Parliament. It is 


calculated that Nottingham will, by this Line, then have a communication 
with the Metropolis nearer by at least 16} miles than it possesses by the 
present shortest route. It is difficult to conceive that Parliament would 
sanction the construction of a “ Direct Line” from Nottingham to London, 
in addition to the existing Midlands Railway, and a Great Northern Trunk 
Line vid Huntingdon and Peterborough ; nor would such Direct Line be 
productive of anything but unwarrantable injury to established interests, 
and loss to those embarking their property in it, supposing it did not even- 
tually destroy all the wholesome effeets of competition, by leading to that 
species of unnatural confederacy for which the public is made to pay. But 
all the arguments in favour of such a project are at once removed, when it 
is proved that the most direct Line from Nottingham to London that could 
be made would be scarcely five miles shorter than that which will be avail- 
able by means of the Peterborough and Nottingham Junction Railway. 

The traffic which this important Junction Line must command, be 
of the most profitable kind. The coal and other mineral traffie from the 
highly-productive mineral districts already connected with Nottingham, 
and which, by this Railway, will thence find the most convenient outlet to 
the counties of Norfolk, Cambridge, Suffolk, &c., will alone yield a con- 
siderable per-centage upon the capital.

Filtering through sand and charcoal, or the employment of animal and ve- 
getable charcoal in filters, as recommended by Dr. Bostock, and practised to 
some extent with the water of the Seine, in Paris, has been Proposed by va- 
rious persons, from the belief that the antiseptic properties of charcoal were 
unalterable by time, and indestructible by age—that it retains its antiputres- 
cent qualities in whatever situation it may be placed, whether exposed to the 
air for any length of time, or whether immersed under water for ages, which 
led to the principle that the simple nature of this substance was practical as a 
filtering medium, to restore foul and foetid water to its original transparency 
aud purity, The chemical action of charcoal consists in its power of absorbing 
the in proportion to their nature ; to attain this to the extent of its power, 
the al should be fresh burnt and dry—when wet the absorbing power is 
diminished ; but, as soon as vegetable charcoal has absorbed the quantum of 
the gases, its chemical action ceases, and as a chemical agent perfectly useless, 
or Jess effective than the medium of strata of gravel. It is an invaluable agent 
in removing the taint of an infected pot au feu, and might be effective for pri- 
vate filters where the charcoal could be consecutively renewed, but its efficiency 
on a large scale for the purpose of restoring foetid and discoloured water to an 
inodorous, tasteless, transparent, and colourless liquid to a large population, it 
is preposterous to conceive it. It will be found that, to apply charcoal as a 
medium for purifying water, the cost will not vary from the numerous schemes 
projected in the metropolis within the last quarter of a century. For basis of 
argument, we will apply the plan to the eight companies which supply water 
to the London district, and assume the practicability to render potable’ the 
daily consumption for the metropolis. Suppose, then, that filters could be 
constructed whereby the beds of charcoal could be removed at intervals, and 
the filtering bed cleansed when requisite. Estimate the beds of charcoal to be 

“on an av of one foot throughout each bed. ‘Take 43,560 cubic feet as the 
substance of one filter bed—the solid contents of such beds would be 348,480 
cubic feet. For the purpose of filtration, the charcoal must be broken down, 
when it occupies one-half its volume; eight filter beds would, therefore, re- 
quire 696,960 cubic feet. The lowest price of charcoal is 4d. per foot, which 
at this price would give 11,6162; the duplicate beds would require a similar 
quantity. making, together, a capital of 23,232, without any allowance for 
labour, &e,, which is a heavy item of expenditure in the cost of filtration. 
If the charcoal was productive of a permanent effect, as pronounced by the 
projectors of such theories, this would not be an expensive material for the ad- 
vantages intended to be derived from it, though it wouldentail upon the pub- 
lie an additional expense in the supply of water, when considered as an element 
of Nature, is, in itself, objectionable ; but, when we so ne Jory that 45,000,000 
gallons of water in a state of putridity, containing equivalent quantities of the 
gases, capable of saturating the absorbent power of charcoal, are to pass through 
this charcoal daily, it must be obvious to the meanest capacity that the expen- 
sive nature of that substance, in conjunction with the fact of its rapid deteriora- 
tion of the chemical quality, for which it is recommended, renders it impracti- 
cable, and?too costly an article to be employed as a medium for purifying water. 
‘The animal charcoal is much less susceptible of adoption; its chemical pro- 

ies is to decompose any vegetable matter with which the water may be 
impregnated, but, as far as the mechanical filtering power is conceived, is de- 
ceptive, and its cost impracticable offadoption when applied to the purification 
of an element as necessary to man as the air we breathe, which, therefore, ought 
to be supplied efficiently, abundantly, and at a small permanent cost, and not 
to fluctuate according to the revenue of a knot of jobbers, determined to realise 
a certain amount of profit—one ton of charcoal measures fifty cubic feet, and 
cannot be obtained at a price less than 8/. per ton. The stratum of one foot 
of animal charcoal would thus cost 7000/, and eight filter beds, would, conse- 
quently, be 56,000/.—together, with duplicate would amount to the enor- 
mous sum of 112,000/. for the material alone: these schemes, therefore, for 
employing animal and yegetabje charcoal as filtering materials to clarify Thames 
water previons to the supply of its inhabitants, must inevitably lead to an im- 
provident e: diture, which loss, however, would not fall on the adventurers 
of sueh th , but on the consumers of this necessary article of consumption, 
who would, probably, be mulcted ini the cost, in an exaction of an increased rate, 
varying from 100 to 200 per cent. upon their rental. 

‘These are the principal systems which have been executed in presumed imi- 
tation of natural sand-beds, which has been practised on a large scale on the 
banks of the River Clyde, and in other localities where rivers ran through ex- 
tensive sand districts, which circumstance invites the construction of natural 
filters, from the apparent simplicity, they have nothing to do but to dig below 
the level of the nearest river, in order to obtain an abundance of filtered water ; 
but, like the artificial filtering beds, experience has not justified the expecta- 
tions entertained either of the cost, the excellence, orthe durability, of the sys- 
tem. ‘The experience we haye, when,the natural system of filtration has been 
applied, has usually failed; for natural filters afford springs, impregnated with 
mineral deposits, and injurious for the purposés designed—the level of the fil- 
ter is fixed, the level of the water in ‘the river, varies. In hot weather this 
level is lowest ; at a time when there isthe greatest demand for water, the con- 
sumers have’ the smallest supply, and, whenever such a filter has been adopted 
for the su of a populous city, the managers of water-works have invariably 
been to take water directly from that river, which they intended to 

clarify and render potable, to supply the deficiency to the town. Another ob- 

jection to that description of filter is, that, from its feeulence, it clogs up by 
use, and no means tocleanse it exits, which renders it ineligible for the object in- 
tended, These defects are so constant, and so essentially belonging to the me- 
thods, that water companies ought to be cautious in adopting that, as the mode 
of filtration, or to thdartificial arrangement of filtering beds in imitation of them, 
especially when they — that Toulouse,§ m France, is supplied with 
water from the garonne by a filter of thiskind—which, notwithstanding its ap- 
parent simplicity, has cost 40,0007. in its construction, for a supply of filtered 
water to 50,000 inhabitants—a fact which leads us to the conclusion that na- 
tural filtration is not an expedient adequate for the demands of an increasing 
population. These systems, with all their modifications, which time and ex- 
perience may have suggested upon those in practise in the principal cities and 
towns of Scotland, Lancashire, and Lincolnshire, are not capable of being ap- 
plied for a permanent system of filtration, and evidently inapplicable for the 
purification of such a mass of water asthe daily consumption of the metropolis.

the congelation are rendered far smoother than by the ordinary means, Asi 

that the approaching summer will witness the almost universal 

tion of this invention in the houses of the nobility and gentry, as well as hote 

taverns, and on board steam-boats, &c., a description of its nature and use 
will not be uninteresting to ouc readers. It consists of three concentric metallic 
cylinders, thus foeoe as many compartments; the outer one is filled with 
water, in the second is placed a frigorific mixture of rough ice and salt—while 
the centre one contains the jelly, &c., to be frozen; in this centre compartment 
ig a fixed wooden spatula, and the cylinder being made to revolve by the mo- 
tion of a winch handle, the whole is beautifully amalgamated, and the opera- 
tion ed in an incredible short space of time. During this period the salt 
and ice mixture is rapidly absorbing caloric from the outer cylinder of water, 
which is ly converted into one of ice, and being placed in a tray con- 
structed for the purpose, forms an elegant ornament to the table or sideboard, 
capable of containing from four to six bottles of wine, and which will preserve 
its cooling properties about nine hours, during which period several other cy- 
linders are formed in the machine, while the freezing of ices, &c., may be con- 
tinued as required. In these icy cylinders are sometimes frozen artificial leaves, 
flowers, fruit, &c,, thus adding tly to the novelty and beauty of their ap- 
pearance; upon the whole their elegant and commodieus design, their econo- 
my, and the perfection and facility with which they operate, must render them 
& sine non in every situation where the healthy and invigorating applica- 
tion of ice is appreciated. Thus far these desirable results are obtained where 
rough ice can be easily had, The ingenuity of the inventor, however, has not 
been arrested here; but for tropical climates where the cooling crystal cannot 
be obtained, he has perfected a machine, which, by the aid of chemical freezing 
mixtures, which may always be had in readiness, is productive of the like re- 
sults; thus placi the Bonde of the inhabitants as well as the medical nl 
titioners, those cold prodpriiy Deyperties which are known to be of such i 
portance in the ‘ion h in the sunny climes of India, &c.

WORKING OF MINES-—IMPORTANT ARBITRATION CASE. 
COURT OF REFERENCE, ABERYSTWITH—AUGUST 14. 

Morice, Parry, AND PuGu, v, Horrince.—This inquiry, which occupied 
one entire week, and was held before Henry Davison, Esq., the arbitrator ap- 
pointed to take evidence, and determine on the several causes of action, was 
briefly referred to in last week’s Mining Journal; a brief recapitulation of the 
leading facts will, however, better enable our readers to understand the nature 
of the evidence afforded, and its application to the alleged charges of breach 
of covenant of the lease, on which was grounded the action for ejectment, as 
also the claims for damages sustained from not properly working the mine, 
and also by cutting leats without permission—and, furthermore, driving the 
levels into setts immediately adjoining the boundary into other lords’ lands, 
and thereby causing an influx of water, It will be necessary that we should 
give an outline of the case, and the steps taken up to the time of reference, It 
appears that on the 31st December, 1840, the defendant took a lease of the 
plaintiff Pugh (Morice and Parry being mortgagees, and, therefore, made par- 
ties to one or other of the actions commenced) of the mining ground known 
as the Cwm Sebon Mine, the Copper Vein or Mine, and the Black Mine. The 
former is situated in a hollow or valley, and, therefore, affords readier facility 
for drainage, a stream of water being available, which is applied to a 60-feet 
wheel; the extent of the mining ground at this point, however, it appears, is 
| not more than ten to fifteen fathoms on the range of the lode, and hence too 
| limited to work by itself—the run of the other lodes extending upwards of a 
| wile. On granting the lease, the plaintiff required that the lessee should cove- 
| nant to keep employed at least three men at each of the several mines granted 
| in the sett, being nzve men in all, and which it appears by the evidence was to 
| a certain extent complied with; but, inasmuch that the defendant considered 
| there was not sufficient encouragement held out to justify him in continuing 
the workings at two points, after a partial trial, he abandoned them, and con- 
fined himself to prosecuting his discoveries at the Cwm Sebon Mine, which, as 
already anvel was of too limited anextent in itself to justify any operations 
of magnitude. The lode passing into the adjoining setts east and west, the 
defendant accordingly obtained grants of the same, and proceeded to drive his 
levels on in those directions, so as to render available (for the extraction of the 
ore or attle raised therefrom) the shaft sunk on Pugh’s estate, while the water 
in the shaft became considerably augmented by that issuing from the eastern 
and western ground. It will thus be seen, that the principal grounds of com- 
plaint were, that the lessee availed himself of facilities presented by the plain- 
tiff’s ground of working the adjoining setts, in which he (the plaintiff) had no 
interest, while those portions of the sett gootes by him—which he contended 
held out promise, and which, moreover, te defendant had covenanted by lease 
to employ six men upon constantly—were abandoned and neglected, thus pre- 
cluding the plaintiff from deriving any advantage from the working of his 
mineral ground, the lessee having neglected to give up or abandon such por- 
tions of the sett, which he was at liberty to do on giving six months’ notice. 
A considerable waste of time was incurred in the course of the inquiry, from a 
degree of importance being attached to the most minute points, each advocate 
fighting inch by inch the case of his respective client. The case of the plaintift 
was conducted by Messrs. Parry and Atwood, and that of the defendant by 
Messrs, John and Hugh Hughes. The inquiry involved three different actions, 
as also the settlement of several points, which were introduced as a rider, or 
budget of grievances, for the arbitrator's especial attention; and, in taking 
leave of this introductory part of the case, we can only express our regret, that 
so much acrimonious feeling should have been evinced—the perverseness dis- 
played by the defendant having resolved itself into law and arbitration costs, 
which cannot be less than some 6002 or 7001, which we feel assured might 
have been avoided, if some little prudence only had been exercised. We have 
thought it right to note this case strongly, as we trust it will have the effect 
of preventing a similar one either coming into court, or being made matter of 
reference, We had nearly omitted to mention, that another question in dis- 
pute was, whether there should be an allowance for water contained in the ore, 
or rather in the parcel, in addition to the weight mentioned in the lease ; this, 
however, with other matters, will be found to form part of the evidence. As 
it would occupy far more space than we can, consistent with other claims on 
our columns, afford, to give other than an abstract of the evidence, we shall 
confine ourselves to the prominent parts of the case, as opened by the plaintiff’s 
advocate, and the defence offered thereto, passing over those points which, 
while they may be necessary as connecting links in the chain. of evidence, bear 
but little on the main question at issue. Several witnesses proved the boundary 
of the respective setts, the execution of the several instruments or deeds, the 
construction of the trench or water-course by the defendant through the plain- 
tiff’s premises, for which no consent, it would appear, had been obtained—and, 
furthermore, that only partial trials had been made at the Copper Mine and 
Black Mine, which works had been subsequently suspended, and were now 
idle, although such were comprehended in the lease; 

Mr. George Francis, on his examination, proved that he had, at the request 
of the plaintiff, applied to the defendant personally, and to his agent (Captain 
Vivian), for permission to inspect the mine, and report thereon, such power 
being reserved by the plaintiff in the lease granted, but that he was not al- 
lowed to make such inspection; and this refusal, it was contended, on the part 
of the plaintiff, was a non-observance of one of the covenants in the lease, 
whereby a forfeiture was incurred, and although apparently of little moment 
in itself, it was contended by Mr. Parry, at once showed the animus by which 
the defendant had been actuated, which, when taken in connection with other 
breaches and acts committed by the defendant, rendered it important that each 
individual instance should be brought before the learned arbitrator, From the 
evidence of this witness, it appeared that there was no question raised as to 
the power with which he was vested by the lessor, nor doubt raised as to his 
ability, but that a blank refusal to his inspecting and reporting on the mine 
was given both by the defendant and his agent. 

The evidence of the next witness, Tudor Pugh, went to a conversation which 
had taken place between plaintiff (Pugh) and the defendant, as to the excess 
of weight taken by the latter, as also the neglect of defendant giving notice, 
as required by the lease, of the intention to weigh the ores previous to their 
removal from the dressing-floors.—On his cross-examination, he stated that 
he had been given to understand one David Evans had a “ tack note,” or per- 
mission to work a part of the estate adjoining that granted to defendant. 

These being the main points of evidence on the first cause of action, and 
which occupied the first day’s proceedings, Mr. J. Hughes, on the part of the 
defendant, proceeded to open his case. 

Mr. Huaugs, in addressing the learned arbitrator, entered at considerable 
length into the case under review, remarking in no measured terms on the 
harsh conduct of the plaintiff and his legal advisers, who, he contended, had 
been alone influenced in the course they had pursued to make up a bill of costs, 
and harass and perplex his client. The defendant, he sfated, being a gentle- 
man of independent fortune, had been induced to embark in mining specula- 
tions, and having visited the mining ground possessed by the plaintiff, was led 
from the representations—or, perhaps, he should be nearer right if he said mis- 
representations—to take a lease of that property. He was given to under- 
stand, that there were three distinct spots where lead ore could be obtained, 
but that of Cwm Sebon was particularised, as holding out prospects of early 
rofit—a condition being made in the lease that he (the defendant) should pay 
100/. to the plaintiff if the representations made of a course of ore of the thick- 
ness of ten inches in sinking ten yards should be borne out. In this, however, 
the defendant was disappointed, and having expended a certain sum of money 
without obtaining any returns, he considered it prudent to take the adjoining 
setts, so that they might be worked simultaneously with the Cwm Sebon 
Mine; these obtained, he proceeded to work with spirit, and had actually ex- 

nded the sum of 10,0007. in bringing the mines into a productive state; and 
it was only now, when that returns were likely to arise from the perseverance 
and application of capital on the part of the defendant, that these harsh and 
vexatious propeedings were instituted, with the view to eject him*from the 
premises, to cancel the lease, and cause him to forfeit, not only the large ca- 
pital he had embarked, but the prospects which now presented themselves of 
a fair return for his enterprise and outlay. In April, 1844, the defendant ex- 
pressed his willingness to leave the ‘matters in dispute to arbitration, and ac- 
cordingly two gentlemen were deputed to settle the questions then pending, 
and which were, as he understood, arranged, and satisfactorily so, at the.time, 
except with reference to one point—that of the-exact boundary—and in con- 
sequence of this not being settled antecedent to the expiration of the time 
named for the referees to give their award, the proceedings fell to the ground. 
He objected to the course pursued by the law agents of the plaintiff, as being 
opposed to all oq If they complained that two portions of the sett had 
not been worked in strict accordance with the tenure of the lease, then let 
them have brought their action of ejectment for the two; but it was mon- 
strous that the whole should be embraced, and that from a breach of such as 
could only apply to the strict letter of the lease, and not to its mtent or mean- 
ing—indeed, it was absurd to suppose, that the large amount expendeg by his 
client should thus be jeopardised, for he not only contended, but was in a situa- 
tion to prove, that the spirit of the terms of the lease had been strictiy com- 
plied with, inasmuch that, while the lease only contemplated the employment 
of nine men at three several points, the defendant had employed ten times that 
number. It was true that he had concentrated them to one point of working, 
but had the other parts of the sett held out any inducement, or had they af- 
forded facilities of working with the slightest prospect cf advantage, it stood 
to reason that it was the interest of the defendant to have continued their 
working. He was further instructed to state—and, indeed, the evidence he 
should gronnee would prove—that to work these several portions of the sett 
effectually, it would be necessary to drive out levels or cross-cuts from a par- 
ticular point which had been granted to another party, and hence not in the 

m of, nor accessible to, the defendant, as no other means presented 
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hemselves of working the mines. The lease, it was true, said that three men 
should be constantly employed at each of these several points, but, at the same 
time, it was provided for that such was only in case no impediment or inevit- 
able accident arose. This he considered fatal to the plaintiff's claim, for it 








would be proved such impediment did exist. It would further be proved, shat 
the water, which was ample at the time of the lease being cma had sine 
fallen off, and hence the necessity of the defendant causing a water-course, or 
leat, to be brought a distance of four miles, to obtain the nec ” 
which had only just been effected. With reference to the refusal of the ‘des 
fendant to allow the mine to be inspected, he was directed to state, that ma 
objestion ever existed as to the mine being inspected on the of the plain- 
tiff, but a personal objection did exist as to the witness who ot Gea 
dence, and he contended that the lease did not authorise the r te send 
whom he pleased. Another breach of covenant of which complaint had been 
made, that’ books of account had not been kept which might be inspected, it 
would be his province to show that this complaint was without gum. It 
was clear to him, that the very circumstance of the lessor having: received 
royalty, he had thereby waived any claim he might otherwise have as to the 
forfeiture of the lease (this was, in the course of the proceedings, explained 
further by the admission that no accounts had ever been closed or settled be- 
tween the parti®s, although a running account existed). Another assumed 
breach of covenant was, that no notice had been given plaintiff of the times of 
weighing the ore—and, moreover, that the defendant had taken or claimed 
126 Ibs. to the cwt., whereas it was said that 120 lbs. was the only weight to 
which he was entitled. The learned gentleman stated that, in the course of 
the proceedings, he should adduce evidence to prove that it was customary to 
allow 6 Ibs. to every cwt. for water, and that the lease stating 120 lbs. to the 
cewt., the additional 6 Ibs.,-or 5 per cent., was taken as in all other cases. Hay- 
ing dwelt at considerable length on the harshness of the proceedings, he put 
forward his witnesses. 

David Evans (aged eighty-two) was sworn, but it was impossible to gather 
anything from him. His memory appeared to be too treacherous for himself 
to rely upon, end his evidenee was of that description, that while the plaintiff 
or defendant, or perhaps both, might find fault with him for concealing the 
truth, they certainly hd no grounds on which they could complain of his di- 
vulging too much. He was examined in Welsh, and, for aught that arose out 
of his examination, it might as well have been in Greek. 

John Evans (son to the last witness) proved that he had, at certain inter- 
vals of three months, proceeded to the ground situate in Cwm Conol, adjoining 
the Black Mine and Copper Mine, for which he understood his father had a 
grant, and that he on such occasions fired a shot, or hole, with the object of 
keeping possession. He then came away, and did not prosecute any opera- 
tions; is by trade a currier, and not conversant with mining or engineering. 
An unstamped —_ without signature, dated May, 1825, purporting to be 
draft of intended grant, or tack note, was put in, but rejected. 

Captain Johnson Vivian examined: Was first employed by Mr. Horridge 
in 1841; has had experience in mining for the past twenty years, as agent and 
clerk ; knows the Copper and Black Mines; considers the only proper and ef- 
fectual mode of working those two mines or veins would be by driving cross- 
cut from the Cwm Yssa pond; the former is a little to the south. During the 
years 1843 and 1844, there was not sufficient water to work the machinery, 
and have, consequently, cut a leat four miles to work the Cwm Sebon Mine, 
which could not be worked by any other means than by water; cleared up an 
old shaft at the Black Mine in 1842, and some other trifling work was done at’ 
the Copper Mine—neither held out promise; he would not embark in either, 
although he believed the veins were continuations of the Darran and Cwm- 
symlog Mines; the distance between Cwm Sebon and the Black Mine is a 
mile; had given one written notice to plaintiff of intention to weigh ; this was 
in the first instance ; all others were verbal, and subsequent to that in writing; 
the witness’s attention was called to a written paper placed in his hand, bear- 
ing date March, 1845, which he admitted was the notice referred to; plaintiff 
might see the trench or leat from his residence; never made objection to its 
being made; there were 100 men employed at Cwm Sebon, of whom, however, 
only nine were employed in the engine-shaft, or Mr. Pugh’s ground, the others 
being in the adjoining setts; cannot say what passed at the interview between 
defendant and Mr. George Francis, being a “little” deaf; considers the trials 
of one or two yards at the Copper and Black Mines sufficient to prove, “so 
far,” that they were not worth working; does not consider steam the most ef- 
fectual mode of working; is ignorant as to distance or levels, not having taken 
them at the points referred to m the evidence given. 

Jenkyn Jenkins examined: Is a miner, and has worked mimes on his own 
account ; knows 126 lbs. to be given to the cwt. at the mines of Kynant,Cwm- 
ystwith, and Peurkin; the allowance beyond 112)bs., the usual cwt., was 
named in the leases; considers 126 lbs, the ordinary weight. 

Mr. Thomas, one of the arbitrators in the instance referred to, stated that 
he considered such arbitration as irregular in the absence of solicitors; the 
plaintiff being illiterate, and ignorant of the English language, was unable to 
conduct his own case, or compete with Mr. Horridge, the defendant; the evi- 
dence then taken was not even read over; he complained at the time of the 
unfairness of the arbitration. 

A discussion having arisen on certain points connected with the inquiry, 
and more particularly as affected the evidence of Captain Vivian on subject ot 
the proper mode for effectually working the mine, it was agreed upon that the 
arbitrator should consult Captain Trevethan, of the Goginan Mines, thereon, 
and that the solicitors of the plaintiff and defendant should submit to the ar- 
bitrators such questions as they thought fit, as tending to elucidate the case. 
We regret to have occasion to record here one of those ungovernable bursts or 
ebullition of feeling too frequently manifested by the defendant, who, with 
much energy and action, declared himself to be quite as clever, as a miner, as 
any one present, or that he had met in Cardiganshire.—This gentleman was 
called to order by the arbitrator and the advocate for the plaintiff, and re- 
sumed his seat, expressing his determination to take a private opportunity to 
give the learned arbitrator his opinion, which was discountenanced at the mo-' 
ment by the learned gentleman. 

Mr. Parry, in reply to the evidence produced on behalf of the defendant, 
yroceeded at some length, and with much force, to disclaim having been in- 
uenced in the part he had taken, as well on behalf of the plaintiff as himself, 

from any improper motives, either with the view of mulcting the defendant in 
law costs, or depriving him of property on which he had expended his capital ; 
but, it must be remembered, that while there was a law for tlie rich, there was 
also one for the poor, and he hurled back with indignation and contempt the 
charge put forward. The case in itself was simple, while it was irksome to 
him to have to express the feelings he could not conceal, and which were uni- 
versally entertained by all with whom Mr. Horridge was connected, or to 
whom he was known. His advocate had described him as a gentleman, and 
a man of property. On his part, he had to admit that his client was illiterate, 
and far from possessing property of which he could boast. Under such cir- 
cumstances, he felt it an honour to represent the interests of his client, who 
the defendant would ride over rough shod had he his will, however great might 
be the honour conferred on the plaintiff’s advocate in being selected in con- 
ducting this cause. The defendant had talked of dishonesty, and of unfair 
dealing, but he would put it to the learned arbitrator whether these charges 
were not far more applicable to Mr, Horridge, for well was he assured, that, 
were the two to be placed in the scale, there could be no question as to the re- 
sult. The case, as he observed, was very simple. ‘The defendant takes a lease, 
covenanting to perform certain acts—these he neglects; he avails himself of 
the advantage afforded by the plaintiff’s land to work other property. He 
refuses the lessor the power of inspecting the ground; he neglects to give no- 
tice of the weighing of ores, and probably for a good reason, inasmuch that he 
is taking to himself 6 lbs. per ewt., or 5 per cent. more than his lease entitled 
him to, There could be no doubt but all these were breaches of covenant, and 
that the lease had become forfeited, while the question of damages formed the 
grounds of a separate action. It had been said, that actions and law proceed- 
ings had been multiplied, and expenses increased, but he would ask, whose 
fault was that ?—Certainly, not his client’s. No: it was the overbearing course 
pursued by the defendant—it was the perverse obstinacy he displayed which 
had compelled his client to bring him to his senses, and prove to him that, 
although a gentleman, and possessing command of capital, the rights of the 
poor were to be protected, and, moreover, that the laws, when appealed to, 
would afford that protection. He appealed with confidence to the evidence 
submitted, and having offered some comments on that of Capt. Vivian, closed 
his case; and, after some little lapse, proceeded with that which involyed the 
question of damages—the former proceedings haying for their object the can- 
celling of the lease, or the ejectment of the defendant. Mr. Parry then pro- 
ceeded to call the following witnesses in support of his statement :— : 

Mr. George Francis examined, as to the map produced: Knows the bounda~ 
ries; the levels driven in plaintiff’s sett had been continued into the adjoining 
ground from the engine-shaft; the twenty-eight fathom level had been driven 
into Mr, Jones’s land, as also the eight and eighteen fathom levels into that of 
Mr. Pryse; the distance from engine (Pugh’s) shaft. to air-shaft, which is sunk 
in the adjoining sett is forty for: shone 3 the thirty-nine fathom level is 
driven ten fathoms beyond the boundary ; from’ the engine-shaft to the boun- 
dary of Mr. Pryse’s land is four fathoms one foot, and to that of Mr. Jones’s eight 
fathoms; was underground within the past few days with Capt. Trevethan, 
and estimated the quantity of ground broken at 240 fathoms, allowing sixteen 
tons to the fathoru, or 3840 tons; also estimated quantity deposited at surface 
on the plaiutiff’s land at 326 fathoms, reckoning twelve tons to.the fathom, or 
3912 tons, thus leaving a surplus of seventy-two tons.—Qn this point a length- 
ened discussion ensued, in which the defendant took part, cou ing that the 
evidence was not in accordance with facts, inasmuch, that a certain quantity 
of the deads or attle were left.in the mine, and it was hard te convince hi 
although the arbitrator explained the matter very clearly, that, if such were 
the case, it only made the plaintiff’s case stronger; in continuation, the wit 
ness stated, that, up to nine month’s since, all the ore, whether from one or 

other of the setts, was drawn at ’s shaft and deposited at surface; since 
that period ore has been raised 1 —Considers that the.cen, 
sequence of extending the levels into thea lands has been an increase 
of three times the water; the leat, or/ -course, cut through plaintiff’s 
estate was 220 yards long, two and a half feet wide, and eighteen inches in 
depth.—On cross-examination, the witness stated, that he did not think it

Gant. Matthew Francis examined : Has had much experience as a miner and 

; has examined the Cwm Sebon Mine; the workings were in good 
pe me had been sunk to a depth of thirty-nine fathoms on 
the dip of the vein, which was the lowest level; the sump was six fathoms 
below this point.—The defendant here admitted, that the levels had been 
driven beyond the boundary of plaintiff's sett —Examination continued : con- 
sidered that by extending the levels an excess of water to the extent of one- 
half at least was caused, the consequence of which was the necessity of eo 
ing increased power ; the present machinery, embracing a sixty-foot wheel, he 
estimated at a cost of 2000/., while if the workings were confined to pla‘ntiff’s 
land, a wheel of half the power and one-half the cost would have been suffi- 
cient for the ; considers it impracticable to dam the water in the levels, 
as thé clay-slate measures, or rock, of the country, would allow it to penetrate 
or filter through ; in forming a communication with the adjacent ground a 
double expense was incurred for drawing the water, while the injury sustained 
was everlasting, and, in case the mine should be worked at any time, would 
render necessary an extra power.—On a cross-examination, the witness stated, 
that, in his opinion, the Cwm Sebon sett or mine, if taken alone, would not, on 
account of its limited extent, be worth working ; the present quantity of coming 
water in the shaft did not exceed sixteen gallims an hour. If a shaft were 
sunk in either of the adjoining lands below the depth of the engine-shaft, it 
would have the effect of unwatering the plaintiff’s mine to that depth, but to 
do which it would be necessary to drive a level, so as to intersect or come 
under the ground, and thus form a communication ; in order to drain plaintiff's 

by such means, it would be necessary to erect machinery for such pur- 
pose, and to drive a level, as also to sink a shaft from surface ; exclusive of 
the machinery so required, he estimated the cost at 10501, which sum was 
saved by the facilities afforded by the engine-shaft on Pugh’s ground, while 
there was no object in going to the expense under the present circumstances. 
* Trevethan examined (the evidence of the preceding witness 
was read over and assented to generally by him): Considers it possible to dam 
or stop back the water, but although he hag attempted to do so on more than 
one océasion, had never yet succeeded; the nature of the country, or rock, is 
clay-slate; the increase of water, arising from the extension of the levels into 
the adjoining lands, he considered was equal to full one-half, if not three parts. 
At Goginan, where the workings were under two separate lords, an arrange- 
ment had been entered into, whereby 1s. per ton is given for “ wayleave,” and 
2s. per ton given on all ore raised and dressed on the land of the neighbouring 
1001. per acre being paid for ground which may be wasted by rubbish, or 
deads, being placed thereon. 

David Dayis examined: Is in the habit of valuing land and crops ; had sur- 
veyed the ground belonging to the pa. which had been taken possession 
of, or occupied by, defendant ; also given an estimate as to value of trees 

j been removed or destroyed, and other damages ; Mr. Horridge (the 
ee who was present, agreed to pay a certain amount for the injury 
sustained by the plaintiff. 

Mr. J. Huaues, on the part of the defendant, addressed the arbitrator on the 
evidence adduced, preceding his observations on this point, by raising a legal 
b seaigat as to the right of the plaintiffs to maintain their suit, inasmuch that 

y were not reversioners, and cited several cases, and contended that if there

Mr. John Miller, examined on behalf of the defendant, stated that he had 
been engaged as agent to Lord Lisburne for the past twenty-two years, whose

Capt. Jol m Vivian was examined, but the general nature otf his evidence 
was of a like tendency to that given on a former day; he differed in opinion 
from Capts. Francis and Trevethan as regarded the water coming from the ad- 
joining setts; was of opinion that in 1841, when he first had the man ent, 
that two-thirds of the coming water was from Mr. Pryse’s ground; the shaft 
was then full of water; considers the supply of water by the leat would coun- 
terhalance any damage. On cross-examination, this witness admitted that 
hon he formed the opinion that two-thirds of the water issued from Pryse’s 

, he could not see the bottom of the shaft, as it was then full of water, 
but, nevertheless, he persisted in stating that the evidence given by him was 
correct; was satisfied that the shaft, which was eight fathoms deep in Pugh’s 
land, might be unwatered by driving a level from the adjoining sett. On cross- 
examination, it appeared that the top of the shaft was on a level with the centre 
of the wheel, and as the level would be driven from the bottom of the wheel- 
pit, which, allowing one-half the diameter of the wheel, and four feet for the 
pit, would give thirty-four feet; it is hardly necessary to observe, that it was 
im) icable to drain a shaft by cross-cut or level, which was eight fathoms, 
or forty-eight feet, deep.—The witness evidently is a tyro in arithmetical cal- 
culation, as well as engineering tactics, if we are to judge from the innocence 
he evinced.—Considers that the flow of water from the adjoining mines into plain - 
tiffs sett was not calculated to do the plaintiff any injury ; admits that since 
the extension of the levels, the size of the pumps employed had been increased 
—tbe pump in use in 1841, which was a 4-inch bore, having been replaced by 
a 19 in., 8-in., and 6-in. pump. 

his closed the case for the defendant on the second cause, and Mr. Parry 
haying replied, evidence was taken on the third; this being in every respect 
of the like nature as the preceding—neither novelty or interest was attendant 
—the only difference being, that the one action was brought by the mortgagees, 
and the other by the mortgagor. We now arrive at the fifth day of evidence 
while, en passant, we may observe, that we have Mr. Horridge’s authorigy in 
stating that “Cornishmen are different from others, and, ay oy hi that 
their evidence is not to be considered in strict“accordance with the language 
employed by them.” This gentleman also contended, with much loquacity, that 
“any ” and “all” were synonimous; inasmuch, that “if a person declared he 
would kill any man, it was to be implied, therefrom, that he could kill all, or 
any number of men.” This attempt at logic appeared to afford amusement, if 
not instruction, and caused a risible sensation. The proceedings of this day 
may be said to comprehend all the points, and ought to have formed the only 
cause or case to be submitted to the arbitrator, although we can very well under- 
stand that such course would not have suited the legal gentlemen employed ; 
this inquiry comprehended all the points at issue. The evidence gone into, 
with the exception of that of Capt. Francis and Capt. Trevethan, was of little 
or no interest, but helped to make out the time. A brief recapitulation of the 
several grievances, however, will serve to direct attention to the grounds on 
which the proceedings were based—the first, fifth, and eighth, matters in the 
notice having been withdrawn ; the following are the main features presented :

With the evidence of this witness we may close our notes, The inquiry, as 
already observed, occupied five days in hearing evidence, in addition to which 
two were devoted to inspection of the mine and adjoining ground. 
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Therd appears to be fierce competition for the lines of railway extend- 
ing from the metropolis to Falmouth and Penzance, a district of country 
which was almost the last of any importance to attract the attention of 
the railway speculator. First, in point of interest and importance, stands 
the Great Western Company, always tardy in its movements, discovering 
its own interest only when threatened by the attacks of hostile companies, 
or bent by the pressure of public opinion, and submitting ungracefully 
to circumstances, rather than boldly determining its own course, and 
taking the initiative, acting from fear, instead of being directed by sound 
judgment and.prudent foresight. This company, with its North Devon 
line from Barnstaple to Bideford and Plymouth, its proposed extension 
from Crediton by Oakhampton, and from the projected Cernwall line to 
anite with the North Devon, offers far more reasonable accommodation 
than before its late defeat, but has not the boldness to defy competition 
by adopting a direct central line. This specimen of Great ern policy 
admits of further illustration by a parallel case, which will proVably be 
followed by similar results, A new company, called the Direct Western, 
proposes a direct line from London to Falmouth and Penzance, by using 
the Great Western line to Reading, thence constructing a direct line to 
Tazvnton, then by the Great Western to Tiverton, and so on to Cornwall. 
This will ultimately be carried. The Great Western might now secure 
this line and defy competition ; when too late they will. make a fight for 
it. Such are specimens of Great Western policy. The West Cornwall 
Company is revived as a Great Western scheme, and offers combat for 
the country from London to Penzance. The Bideford and Tavistock 
Company claims that line by priority of title, and will probably contest 
with the Great Western that district of Devon. The: Direct West of 
England Company, at the head of which stands the Earl of Mexborough, 
proposes to run a line from London to Exeter and the extremity of Corn- 
wall, taking a course from Londog midway between the Great Western 
and South-Western lines, and to our minds this seems the sound principle 
on which such ¢ great national work should be based, if adequate support 
could be obtained for it. The Direct Western, to which we have before 
referred, is the next in succession, and with its very formidable array of 
names on the provisional committee,and the local support it exhibits, 
threatens to become an antagonist of no mean character to the competing 
projects. Last in order, though not least in importance, is the revived 
Cornwall and Devon Central Company, now brought out principally 
under the auspices of the London, Salisbury, and Yeovil Company, and 
some members of the old committee, with an addition of noblemen and 
country gentlemen. The London, Salisbury, and Yeovil Junction Rail- 
way, notwithstanding its sounding title, is nothing more than a projected 
line from Salisbury to Yeovil, the country even from Basingstoke to Salis- 
bury being still unprovided with a railway. The patronage of this com- 
pany may therefore be regarded + Sap weight against the influence 
of established companies, whose ex$sting interests may be endangered, or 
against the attacks of independent {and integral lines. They might pru- 
dently have established themselves before gratuitously oo their 

ronage and ingiting attack from hostile companies. e believe the 
London, Salisbury, and Yeovil Company have also adopted the Yeovil 
and Exeter line, aid thrown their mantle of protection over them ;

Direct Lonpon AnD Mancuester Line.—Rapid progress is, we are 
given to understand, making in effecting a careful survey of the line, and 
preparing the necessary documents before the time required for deposit- 
ing the same. Several rumours haye been afloat as to a junction of inte- 
rests, which at one time gained nd, but we believe nothing has yet 
been definitively resolved upon. Indeed, it cannot be expected that, with 
a line of so much importance, any hasty resolve can be arrived at; and 
we feel assured that the directors are too much men of business to com- 
mit themselves, without first carefully investigating every particular, and 
being well convinced of the value to be atta to a combination or 
conjunction with other interests, Amalgamation is, we are aware, in 
favour, and we think that, in many cases, much money and time would 
be saved were such effected. This, however, is a point, as regards ulti- 
mate results, which can only be determined by those who have well can- 
vassed the subject, for there are coy Rpg tcoee concerned. We doubt 
not, however, from all we can learn, that a junction of interests will take 
place ere Parliament assembles ; in the meantime the directors have done 
right in securing the payment of a deposit of ten per cent., for, although 
so heavy an amount, with the numerous projects afloat, may affect the 
market price, it at the same time insures the stability of the undertaking,
